Once you have these forms filled out, bring or
mail them to the Water Department office at
City Hall. The applications will be reviewed for
approval, please allow two to four days for this
to take place. The purpose of this review is to
insure that water service is available at the

lot, proper separation is provided from other
underground utilities (5 feet minimum), and
that the service is properly sized for your plans.

Once approved, you will receive an invoice with the amount due, a dummy meter spacer, and
a stake to install at the proposed curb box location. The invoice must be paid prior to the
service installation. The Maintenance Supervisor will schedule for installation by a crew.
Most services are installed within 10 days of approval of the application.

Since you are planning a project that involves digging, you will need to contact the UFPO
(Underground Facilities Protective Organization) at 1-800-962-7962. This one call
system, will contact owners of underground facilities, who will come and mark out their
location. To learn more about the one call system you can check out their web site at
www.digsafelynewyork.com . This can help you avoid endangering your life, damaging
underground facilities, breaking the law, and wasting time and money. You must call at
least two full working days before you dig.
